SMALL AFFAIRS. 

WE learn, by common experience 
and observation, that life does not cen- 
sist of a repetition of great or apparently 
important actions, but of duties gener- 
ally of the most trifling nature. By far 
the greater proportion of persons move 
in a sphere of life in which they are 
called vm to perform the simplest aod 
the easiest duties. Life consists of a 
round of minute trifling actions, unwer- 
thy of notice in a biography, and in 
general no way interesting even to the 
actors themselves. 











But although most men thus pass 
away their time, and are rarely obliged 
to put forth amy very extraordinary cfloy 
either for subs stence er spplause, they 
are necessitated to pay a preity close at- 
tention to that on which they are crdi- 
narily employed. In this consists one 
of the great secretsof worldly success. 
Oa making our choice of a professien— 
and it dees not seem the least c nse- 
quence what the profession is — or in en- 
gaging in any piece of business whatso- 
ever, the trick of success, as we have 
just said, lies in pursuing it with such a 
scrupulous attentien te trifling details, 
t' at hardly any thing is suffered to es- 
cape Dotics. 

While we believe few men will exact- 
ly contest the propriety of attending te 
the trifling duties of life, mest men will 
differ as to the exact degree to which the 
atteation should be ultimately carried. 
KE ery one stops short at a stage regula- 
ted by his persenal feelings or conve- 
nience. Manv imagine that they are 
sufficiently attentive to their interests, if 
they only heed the great things, and Jet 
the little alone, which they belie. will 
take care of themselves. But this is ali 
wrong. 

One of the silly reasons, which young 
men sometim~«s give for not being more 
¢xtensively acquainted with the details 
ef not enly their e:n profession, but the 
general business of life, is, that it would 
be low to stoop to make themselves mas- 
ters of such minutiw. This dread of 
doing what is thought to be low is a sad 
barrier in the way to wealth and re- 
spectability. It is told, that Bonaparte 
censidered no detail too low fer his in- 
spection, and nothing toe trifling to be 
unworthy of notice. The Duke of Well- 
ingiom acted upon the same principal, 
and once raid, “I know the number of 
nails in every soldier’s shoe,” 

The amouut of valuable information, 
on all kinds of subjects, with which 
many individuals have it in their power 
to store their minds, and which by inci- 
dental circums ances may be brought to 
bcar on some useful object, merely by at- 
tending te things apparently trifliug— 
by considering no source of information 
too low, providing it be an _ honorable 
one, is altogether astonishirg. The 
time that mo't people are consuming in 
indolence, or with a disregard of the 
minutiw of general occupation, others, 
who are aware of the value of know- 
ledge, are assiduously picking it up 
wherever itis to be found, and carefully 
applying it wherever it is discovered or 
useful. By this means a man becomes 
impregnable at all points, he is able to 
sey something on all subjects; he ob- 
tains the reputation of a mao of intelli- 
gence: and his foree of charac er as well 
as his known appiication, lead him to 
offices of distinction and respectable 


opulence.

It is qu'te common for business men 
and alse those who affect the fashion of 
the aristocracy to dispense with solid 
eating at noon On this subject a lead- 
ing journal says that the lack of the 
mid day meal cannot be made up by any 
subsequent meal, and that although peo- 
ple do not dic suddenly for want of it ‘hey 
shorten their lives and impair their use- 
fulness. — 

Ir is rumored that the Summer resort 
hotel proprietors who,for a year or more 
past have employed college students to 
wat upen the dining-room tables, have 
unanimously decided henceforth to dis- 
pense with the services of the collegiate 
servants. Several reasons are given 
for this decisioy, but the chief and most 
important one is that the students failed 
tu give satisfaction, bing incompetent 
and wholly disqua'ified by their seden- 
tary and stu ‘ious habits for the duties 
assigned them. 


A PAMPHLET recently pub‘ished 
gives am interesting account of the 
French school savings banks, an institu- 
tion of which France up te the present 
time can boast of having a monopoly. 
In the year 1848 saving bunks were es- 
tablished in upward of 10,440 schoels, 
and since that time they have rapidly 
increased, particularly in the southern 
ard central depar:m<nts. In depart- 
ments in which this useful system had 
net taken root, the education insp ctors 
are very energetic and successful in en- 
couraging it. Thereisa large natural 
instinct toward thrift inthe French peas. 
antiy, and s*ch institutions as these 
will te: d, more than any other, to deve- 
lop it in the young. 

In a lecs"re by a famous physician of 
London, tefore the National H-alth 
Society, the physielogy of recreation 
was briefly dcscribed as consisting 
me.ely in a rebuilding up, reforming or 
recreation of organs and tissues that 
heve become partly disintegrated by the 
exhaust.ng effects of work, It thus ap- 
pears that the one essential principle of 
all recreation must be variety—that is, 
ithe subst.tution of one set affording of 
re t to bodi y structures as they become 
successively exhausted; and so the un- 
durgraduate finds recreation in rowing, 
because it gives his brain time to re- 
cover its exhausted e ergies, while the 
historian andthe man of seience find 
mutual relief to their respective facul- 
ties in each other's labors. 


Boston total abstinence people are 
now excited azainst a prominent clergy- 
man on acevunt of a sermon of his on 
the evil «f intemperance. He took the 
ground that the war on rum, as com- 
wonly waged, is worse than useless. 
“Beer is not wrong,” he said: “wine 
and ale are not wrong; whiskey and 
brandy are not wrong; nothing purely 
mater al could be wrong. Insobriety, 
inordinate self-indulgence is wrong, be 
te flesuly » ppet te for particular meat 
or drink what it aay, amd esting or 
drinking to excess is not the cause ef 
profligacy, murder, theft, arson, house- 
breaki g, or amy vile, indecent assaults, 
any more than one fowl is the cause of 
the flock or brood.”

The shirred scarf for trimming the front ef 
Lhe corsage remains popular, and is now much 
broader than it has been worn; it is longer 
than the basque, bo’h ends faliing below the 
basque, and being finished with fringe. This 
scarf is now shirred in Clusters, with the space 
between folded in pleats ; five clusters of sh r- 
ring are used; the middie cluster is in the 
back of the neck, two clusters are just below 
the threat in front,and two more are at tne 
waist-line, Shirrine is also seen on standing 
eollars, and also on the wide rou xd Stuart 
eo ilar.
